partment makes those "suggestions:" 


•There are certain facts and consid- 


erations, 
outside 
the 
regulations, 


which can not bo too strongly brought 
to and urged upon the attention of 
<the members of tho local boards as 
bearing upon tho successful accom- 
plishment of tho deep responsibility 
with which they are charged. To some 
of these your attention Is now direct- 
ed"Every member of every local board 
Bhould understand and appreciate that 
ultimately each state must furnish Us 
.full quota ot troops. 
Therefore, any 


deficiency in one locality of the stata 
.must bo finally made up from other 
localities. This obviously makes It to 
the interest of each board that ovary 
oth'er board In tho state should prop- 
erly perform its duties, particularly In 
the matter of exemptions and dis- 
charges. 
'No man should be exempted or dis- 


charged unless he is clearly entitled 
to it, and the form of exemption or 
discharge should always be such as 
will not'protect the Individual the mo- 
ment the disability for which It Is 
granted ceases to exist, 
"A-galn, it Is inevitable that individ- 
ual members of tho board, and at times 
tho entire board itself, will be subject- 
ed to influences that will require of 
them tho utmost honesty, Integrity, 
fairness and jusllco. 
It is not 1m- 
•probabie that on occasions (it Is lioi>=a 


*~ rare) every argument, device, and in- 
ducement which a base and ignoble 
mind can devise will be used to In- 


> duce them to turn from the path of 
their duty. 
"It is not to be supposed that any 
member of a local board will yield 
»Vhirnself to such influences, hut as such 
'influences will tend to hinder and ob- 
struct due administration of tho law, 
it IB well for the boards to have In 
mind that among the more apparent 
ways of putting an en3 to such In- 
fluences are: 
-. 1. 
A determination, of which the 
public should be advised, not only to 
look with the greatest disfavor upon 


•• such Influences, but also to scrutinize 
with the utmost care all claims ad- 
vanced'by or on behalf of the person 
in whoso favor the influence is brought 
to make certain that he 'does not es- 
cape service unless his real disabil- 
ities absolutely require It. 
2.' An absolute refusal to discuss 
, any question connected with tho work 
of the board with any person not a 
member of the board or representing 
the government, except at and dur- 
• Jnft a public meeting of the board. 
3. 
An Impartial practice of report- 
ing to the "proper federal authorities 
any and every person cither corrnpt- 


*- ly or improperly attempting to Influ- 
ence the board in the exercise of any 
of its duties and functions, so that the 
full penalties of the law may bo ap- 
plied to such person. 
4. • A dissemination among those sub- 
.ject to be called to service of tho fact 
that every man regl.stered\has a real- 
"•ly vital Interest in seeing to it that 
every other man on the list above 
him is adjudged fairly and truthfully 
as to fitness, because every one ex- 
'ciised taring's him that much 
nearer 
the call. Tho men should be made to 
-feel that by this watchfulness on their 
'part they are not seeking themselves 
-to avoid the call, but that they are 
merely performing their duty by as- 
' Bisting the government to see to It 


• that cowardly slackers do not escape 
the call.

'he assistance is designed primarily 
or mothers who cannot afford to pay 
ho regular price for milk, but those 
vho can are shown how to best pro- 
arc it for the hablen. The amount of 
[iitk sufficient for one day's feeding 
finally averages over a quart and to 
his are added sugar, lime water, and 
vhatever other elements (he particular 
ase calls for. 
This whole com pot- 
ion is sold to the mothers for le^s 
hnn the milk itself would cost at re- 
ail. Thus the best food available for 
ho baby, 
scientifically 
prepared to 
neet the needs of tha particular child 
expert instructions in feeding the 
hild are given at a minimum cost. • 
At present there are 362 mothers on 
he station's visiting: list. The demand 
or assistance has been unusually great 
his year on account of tho increased 
ost of living, and especially of milk. 
August and September are the heavi- 
est months of the year aa far as tbe 
:ork of the station is concerned, as It 
seems that the aftermath of sickness 
'rom the warm weather in July cornea 
n these months. The station is open 
;he year round, however, and an aver- 
age of 150 cases a month are treated. 
Jp until now the parents have been re- 
quired to send somoono to the station 
to receive the milk, but If tho demand 
warrants it, tho Boy Scoute are to be 
called upon next month to nsslst in de- 
iverlng the milk. It had been planned 
:o open several sub-stations this sum- 
mer, but this was impossible on ac- 
count of the war conditions existing1. 
Although the station does not pur- 
pose to attend to the physical require- 
ments of babies outside of tbe strictly 
food necessities, 
nevertheless, If a 
nurse finds a child In need of medical 
attendance, 
the 
station 
immediately 


notifies either the family physician or 
one of the local hospitals. 
The sceno at the station in Dutton 
Street is a busy one at almost any time 
of the day. It is really a large labora- 
tory ivnrt the presence 
oC uniformed 
nurses and at times doctors adds a most 
business-ilke touch to the place. The 
doctors, by the way, a,re deserving of 
special mention because they contrib- 
ute all their tlmo and services wholly 
free ot charge. No special doctor is as- 
signed to the station, but they take 
turns from timo to time, and in this 
way accomplish a vast amount of work 
tbat would otherwise remain undone.

incompatible with his heavy respon- 
sibilities, first as chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, and second, as leader of the 
hoUGo of commons, contained two com- 
plete surprises—the appointment of Sir 
Eric Gediles as head of the admiralty 
and "Winston Spencer Churchill as min- 
ister of munitions. 


Much .controversy has revolved for 
a long time past over the name of Mr. 
Churchill. 
It was stated some lima 
ago that he would succeed Lord Cow- 
dray as chairman of tho air board, but 
the idea, evidently then contemplated 
by Premier Lloyd George, met with 
such strong opposition in Influential 
quarters 
I bat 
tho 
project hari to ba 
dropped. 
Mr. Churchill's appointment 
now as minister of munitions will un- 
doubtedly lead to a revival of that agi- 
tation, and although it was foreshad- 
owed that he would re-enter the min- 
istry, it was universally supposed that 
It would be aa president of the air 
board. 


The appointment of Sir Erie Gedfios 
as first lord of the admiralty Is an- 
other break with tha tradition that 
tho ministers should be members of 
one of the legislative houses. 
Tho 
new first lord is a railway man, not 
a. politician. 
Until recently he was 
in charge of the whole army transpor- 
tation; then he became controller of 
the admiralty with cherjre of all nav- 
al construction and such a rapid rice 
to the position to which he is now ap- 
pointed is quite remarkable. 
The appointment of Sir Edward Car- 
son to replace .Mr. Bonar Law as the 
fifth member of the war cabinet is 
likely to create more uneasiness and 
stronger criticism among the older 
liberats than any other appointment. 
Complaints, constantly heard from tho 
liberal and radical press of the undue 
preponderance of conservative inilu- 
ence in tho

since Mr. 
Lloyd George took the helm, will now 
be intensified. 
Sir Eric Goddes received mnch of 
his practical education in tho United 
States, having been engaged in lum- 
bering In the south and also at one 
time having a. connection with the Bal- 
timore fc Ohio railroad. 
One of tho most acceptable appoint- 
ments as far as tho general public is 
concerned is that of I\rr- ^fontague. 3Je 
is one of tho veo' few members of tl:e 
Asqulth adinistration, in which lie was 
minister of munitions, to join the Lloyd 
George ministry. 


Mr. Montague has had considerable 
experience In the affairs of India, hav- 
ing once held the post of under secre- 
tary for India. Lately he h;;s been in 
charge of a large committee explor- 
ing the ground for reconstruction after 
the war, and before tho recent resig- 
nation of J. Austen Chamberlain as 
secretary for India was announced it 
was generally supposed that Mr. Mon- 
tague eventually would become min- 
ister of reconstruction. The necessity 
of finding a now secretary for India, 
however, caused a modification in tho 
plans and Ilr. Addison, -who had been 
slated for the projected ministry of 
health, now becomes head of this re- 
constructive committee, which has been 
created into a kind of ministerial de- 
partment.

ruiFilEfted to undertake, are formed from 
among the young, vigorous men of the 
regular battalions. They are nearly all 
unmarried 
men 
or, if 
married, 
are 


childless, and this regulation has been 
drafted for the reason that wh'jrievtf 
they are sent into acLlon they encoun-

overwhelming 
chances of 
losing 


their lives. They, in fact, resemble tho

Thc milk station at 17 Dutton street 
onducted hy tho Lowell guild, is one 
if tho most Jnteresting- of the oity'a 
linritable institutions, and Is espeelal- 
y so in the summer months. Tho pur- 
iose of tho station Is to furnish ml«k 
or babies at reduced price and to nc- 
oinpany this with instructions to the 
mothers of the children as how to pro- 


_.re the milk and look after the footi- 
ng of the child in general. The milk 
s specially prepared for the stomachs 
jf babies, and in this way tho most 
hygienic method of 
feeding 
Is at- 


aincd. 
Miss Clara E. Holland is in charge 
f the station and besides her there 
are 10 nurses to assist in tho inslruo- 
lon of mothers and to prepare the 
milk. A doctor is on hand everyTucs- 
lay and Friday afternoon from 3 to 
5 when a clinic is held. Mothers bring 
n their babies at this time, the doc- 
tor examines them, tells the nurse 
vho is assigned to the case Just how 
-he- milk is to be modified to secure 
he best results, and maintains an in- 
.erest in the ca.se until tho child ts 
normal again. 
In cases where the 
mothers are able to look after 
tho 
children themselves, the nMrses 
In- 
struct (hem ns to how the milk is to 
be prepare^. 
The nurse visits the 
homes ot the babies once every two 
weeks and makes recommendations as 
to any change in the feeding of the 
child that ehe thinks necessary. Moth- 
ers are asked to report at tho station 
In Dutton tsreet once a week and thug 
the greatest co-operation between Ills 
parents and nurses is obtained. 
Miss Holland said that tho aim of 
the station was to keep well babiea 
well, but if any are 
found ill, and 
tho illness is duo to improper feeding, 
these are given milk which is modi- 
fled according to a special formula. 
The assistance is designed primarily 
for mothers who cannot afford to pay 
[he regular price for milk, but thoso 
who can are shown how to he fit pre- 
pare it for tho babios. The amount of 
milk sufficient for one day's feeding 
usually averages over a quart and to 
this are added sugar, lime water, nnd 
whatever other elements tho particular 
casu calls for. This whole composi- 
tion in sold to the mothers for lusa 
than the milk itself would cost at re- 
tail. Thus the best food available for 
tho baby, 
scientifically 
prepared to 
meet the needs of the particular chllrt 
and expert Instructions In feeding tho 
child are given at a minimum cost. 
At present thero are 362 mothers on 
the station's visiting list. The demand 
for assistance has been unusually great 
this year on account of the increased 
cost of living, and especially of milk, 
August and September are the heavi- 
est months of tbo year as far as the 
work of the station is concerned, as it 
seems that the aftermath 
of sickness 
from the warm weather In July comes 
in these months. Tho station is open 
the year round, however, and an aver- 
age of l&O cases a month are treated. 
Up until now the parents have been re- 
quired to send someone to the station 
lo receive the milk, but It the demand 
warrants iL, the Boy Scouts aro to bo 
called upon next month to assist in de- 
livering the milk. It had been planned 
to open several sub-stations this sum- 
mer, but this was impossible on ac- 
count of the war conditions existing. 
Although the station does not pur- 
pose to attend to the physical require- 
ments of babies outside of tha strictly 
food 
necessities, 
nevertheless. 
If a 
nurse finds a child In need of medical 
attendance, 
the 
station 
immediately 


notifies either tho family physician or 
one of the local hospitals. 
The sccno at the station in Dutton 
Street is a busy one at almost any time 
of the day. It is really a largo labora- 
tory and the presence 
of uniformed 
nurses and at times doctors adds a moat 
business-Hke touch to the place. The 
doctors, by tho way, are deserving of 
special mention because they contrib- 
ute all their time and services wholly 
free of charge. N'o special doctor Is as- 
signed to the station, but they take 
turns from time to time, and in this 
way accomplish a vast amount of work 
that would otherwise remain undone.

prospects of voting1 being begun dur- 
ing" the day on Ha proposals as well 
as other amendments. A spirited con- 
test waa promised over the bill's new 
proposals for limited government con- 
trol of food, feed and fuel and for a 
special administration 
board. 
Many 


senators planned to demand extension 
of government control to include iron 
anrt steel also and a. food board of five 
mombors, instead of three as proposed. 


Despite 
this, 
however, 
sentiment 


was general in the senate today that 
tho revised bill would meet most ob- 
jections and Insure its passage. 
The measure was evolved In confer-

A "contagious" disease is one that 
Is readily communicable 
or 
"catch- 


Ing." 
The word is derived from f'con- 


tlngere," meaning to touch and wag 
nt one time confined to diseases which 
were supposed to be "caught" by per- 
sonal contact. 


An "infectious" disease 
Is 
usually 


ono not conveyed directly and obvi- 
ously as in tho case of contagious dis- 
eases, but indirectly through 
some 
other medium. 
Typhoid fever was 


often taken as a type of Infectious 
disease.^ 


These distinctions are entirely ar- 


tilicial. 
Infectious diseases may be 


contagious 
nnd 
contagious diseases 


infectious. 
Both terms leave out 
a 


large class of communicable diseases 
conveyed by insects.

laria parasite carried by mosquitoes. 
i The term communicable Ignores tho 
method by which Ihe virus is convey- 
ed. 
Some diseases as 
measles 
and 


smallpox, are conveyed readily from 
one person to -another, while others 
are communicated only with difficulty. 


Tuberculosis is communicable and 


yet a long time may occur between 
tlie time whon an individual becomes 
Infected and when he develops symp- 
toms.
